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im Morrison took Saturday’s first 
A of the 2008 season in his stride. 
While other coaches would be 
sweating on a result after just two draws 
in six games, the Warragul United men- 
tor, in his first senior coaching job, added 
weight to the stereotype of the dour Scot. 
“It’s nice to get a first win,” was his glib 
response to the senior team’s 5—1 thump- 
ing of Rowville Eagles in their Provision- 
al One South-East clash at Warragul.

“OK, it was a big relief. Not for me, in fact 
on a personal level it was no big deal, but to 
see the relief on the faces of the players was 
rewarding. I was very, very happy for them. 
“Remember that in our first six matches we 
played the top five teams in the league and 
I’m talking about the likes of Noble Park 
that have about eight players from Spring- 
vale White Eagles while Nunawading have 
recruited players who played in the seniors 
in State One last season. And I hear that 
Nunawading will be making a couple more 
signings when the transfer window opens.” 
And that was that. Three 

points in the bag so time to look for- 
ward to next weekend’s match. 
Morrison’s breakthrough win may kick- 
start season 2008 for Warragul but it’s 
the big picture that really excites him 
and the thought of playing a part in guid- 
ing the former Gippsland League outfit 
to a position of strength in FFV ranks.

on the Clyde” gives you an insight into his 
sense of humour) and his path to Australia 
took quite a few twists and turns (including 
time spent in Canada) before he eventually 
settled down here with wife Kim in 1993. 

The highlight of his playing ca- 
reer in Britain was playing with Cheam in 
the Surrey League and a “very brief stay 
with Sutton United” in what was then 
known as the Doc Martens League. And 
the reason for the fleeting stint with Sutton 
United? “I wasn’t good enough. I didn’t 
become a smart player until my late 20s.” 

In Victoria he played with Kar- 
ingal for a season and remembers a teen- 
age goalkeeper called Chris Jones play- 
ing there too. When Karingal merged 
with Frankston to form Frankston Strik- 
ers, Morrison joined Rosebud (in 1994) 
and has been playing in the Bayside 
League ever since (for some time now

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with the aptly named Rosebud Dinosaurs). 

His coaching career kicked off at 
junior level with Frankston Strikers and 
like many parents he ended up coaching his 
son, Scott. Morrison’s senior coaching link 
with Langwarrin started in season 2004 
when he assisted then reserves coach Alan 
Fairclough. Morrison took over as reserves 
coach prior to the 2005 season and also 
gained his senior coaching badge that year. 

The senior badge was broken 
into three components — a practical com- 
ponent, a sports medicine component, 
and a general principles’ component — 
and cost around $700 then. Morrison 
reckons that it was money well spent. 
“It changed my whole perspective of the 
game and it’s actually extremely useful 
in practical terms. You always think that 
you know the game until you go on these 
courses. You find yourself saying ‘I didn’t 
know that’ and you find yourself saying it 
more and more. It’s an eye-opener. I can 
watch teams at any level now and appre- 
ciate what they are trying to do and how 
they are going about it. You find that you 
understand the game so much better.” 

Morrison’s record with the 
Langy reserves is impressive, having 
finished third in 2006 and runner-up in 
2007 while introducing many youngsters 
to senior football. One of Morrison’s 
promising teenagers, Kevin McAlister, 
made his senior debut a fortnight back in 
Langwarrin’s 4—0 rout of Clifton Hill. So 
why did Morrison leave Lawton Park? 
“I was offered the Warragul senior job. 
I'd had three years under Gus (Macleod) 
which was like an apprenticeship and I’m 
thankful for that but you coach for the 
challenge and to keep coaching Lang- 
warrin’s reserves was not challenging. 

“Jason Dastey (Warragul’s goal- 
keeper) was a huge influence. He spoke to 


me about the club and when I went down 
there I got a very good feel for the place 
straight away. There are a lot of good peo- 
ple associated with this club and I enjoy 
being there. There’s a good atmosphere. 

“The senior president, Bert Jack- 
son, also is my team manager. He’s a 
very hard worker and an extremely ca- 
pable person. You’ve got guys like Sid 
and Bobby who do just about every- 
thing and work tirelessly then there’s 
Irene in the canteen who is a legend.” 

On the coaching front, Mor- 
rison is assisted by Dastey (“the best 
keeper in the league”) while the re- 
serves squad is coached by Dave Cooper. 
Motrison’s main signings this season have 
been Gavin Coleman, Mark Chaplin and 
son Scott, players he mentored at Lang- 
warrin, and midfielder David Humphreys 
from Knox City. But he finds attracting 
players can be a daunting proposition. 

“There’s no doubt that we lack 
depth and in many of our games so far 
we have been struggling to score. We 
create untold amount of chances but we 
have been paying a price for not finishing. 

“Everyone thinks you’re at the 
end of the earth at Warragul but it’s only 
a 35-minute drive from Berwick and it’s 
a club with some tremendous young play- 
ers. One of them is Paul Cooper who 
has been an absolute standout lately.” 

Cooper had been playing at the 
back but Morrison tinkered with the line- 
up last Saturday. He welcomed back 
the experience of Paul McCluskey, us- 
ing the ex-Morwell Falcons player at 
sweeper and releasing Cooper to play 
in behind target man Scott Morrison. 
And all these moves worked a treat. 

This Saturday though, the club 
faces another hurdle as it travels to H. 
A. Smith Reserve, Hawthorn, to take 
on Scotch Old Boys who will be deter- 
mined to bounce back after their 7—0 hu- 
miliation at the hands of Nunawading. 

Even though four teams will 
be relegated this season, Morrison isn’t 
daunted by what’s ahead. He’ll allow his 
players to enjoy last weekend’s success 
for a day or two then it’ll be back to busi- 
ness on the training track as he prepares his 
charges to take another small step towards 
consolidating their Provisional One status.

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RED DEVILS SEEK DOUBLE, 
BLUES HOPE FOR REVENGE 


s Manchester United head into 
At historic Champions League 

Final clash with Premier League 
rivals Chelsea this Thursday, the Red 
Devils will hold a slim psychological ad- 
vantage over the Londoners. 

United’s triumph over title chal- 
lenger Chelsea on the penultimate day of the 
English Premier League season will see them 
into the final brimming with confidence after 
securing their 17th domestic title last week- 
end. 

The Blues, on the other hand, will 
be slightly deflated by their failure to clinch 
the League trophy from the Red Devils’ 
grasp, but will be determined to gain revenge 
over their English rivals on Europe’s grand- 
est stage. 

Although the encounter will be 
unique in that it will be the first final to fea- 
ture two English sides, both finalists will 
known each other inside out. 

Having been the English Premier 
League’s dominant title challengers in recent 
seasons, a slight psychological advantage 
may be pivotal in separating the two sides 
and the final outcome of the match. 

But Chelsea, despite their recent 
league loss, may use their disappointment as 
extra motivation to provide further mental 
strength for their side. 

It will be Chelsea’s best chance to 
secure a first ever Champions League tro- 
phy, and silence critics who have targeted

the club’s inability to progress past the semi- 
final stage, despite the millions of pounds 
injected into the club. 

Manchester will also be looking to 
add to its own illustrious history; a victory 
in Wednesday’s final will see it complete a 
famous Champions League and domestic 
double, and will place a third European Cup 
in the Old Trafford trophy cabinet. 

Leading up to United’s most im- 
portant game in the club’s history since their 
1999 triumph in the same competition, man- 
ager Sir Alex Ferguson is facing an unusual 
selection dilemma, with 26 first team players 
fit and ready to play in Moscow. 

The United squad is currently in- 
jury and suspension free, which ironically 
leaves Sir Alex with a selection headache, 
with all players eager to feature in arguably 
the biggest match of their careers. 

But due to UEFA regulations, Fer- 

guson will have to omit eight players from 
his squad of 26, with only 18 players al- 
lowed to participate in Moscow. 
Paul Scholes will be one certain starter in 
Russia; after missing the 1999 final against 
Bayern Munich through suspension, Fergu- 
son promised the midfield maestro a starting 
position to erase the memories of missing 
out nine years ago. 

Despite the selection drama, Fergu- 
son admits his side in a fantastic position to 
lift a third European Cup, a trophy which he 
has claimed just once in 13 attempts, high- 
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Can Drogba, Lampard and Ballack write the Blues into the history books? 
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lighting its status as the world’s most presti- 
gious club trophy. 

United may also have a slight advantage 
in the players department, having a certain 
Cristiano Ronaldo in their squad. 

Ronaldo has taken both Europe and 
the Premier League by storm this season, 
scoring a total of 41 goals in all competitions 
and showing his pace, deadly finishing and 
audacious ability throughout the season. 

He will be a key figure in the clash; 
his ability to unlock the tightest of defences 
will make him a marked man by Chelsea’s 
back-line. 

Chelsea will also be close to full 
strength, after manager Avram Grant an- 
nounced that the influential trio of captain 
John Terry, defender Ricardo Carvalho and 
striker Didier Drogba have recovered from 
various injuries. 

Portuguese defender Carvalho 
missed the final match of the English Pre- 
mier League season against Bolton, whilst 
Terry dislocated his elbow and Drogba jarred 
his knee in the disappointing 1-1 draw last 
Sunday. 

It will be tough to pick a winner, but 
Chelsea’s 2-1 defeat of United in a crucial 
Premier League clash back in April shows 
that it will be a tough and closely fought en- 
counter. 

United and Chelsea also locked horns in a 
cup final last year, facing each other in the 


prestigious English F.A. Cup Final. 

Unfortunately the final failed to 
live up to expectations and a dull 0-0 draw 
was played out in the 90 minute period, a 
Didier Drogba goal separating the sides in 
extra time. 

This time around, we hope that the 
final produces a fantastic display of world- 
class football which highlights the status 
of the European Champions League as the 
greatest club competition in world.

“Australia has quality facilities; good 
systems and infrastructure and the capacity to 
develop more; stable governance; and football fans 
and all-round sports fans who are knowledgeable 
and passionate.” 

Australia’s rivals for the Club World 


Cup are Japan and the United Arab Emirates, 
who Buckley also described as “very strong 
contenders”. 

“Japan has hosted the tournament for 

the past four years and will again in 2008. They 
have a proven track record in hosting this as well 
as co-hosting the FIFA World Cup. 
“The United Arab Emirates, whose bid is based 
around Abu Dhabi, has first class facilities and 
resources to put towards a tournament of this 
nature.” 

Buckley said that it is a deliberate 
strategy of FFA to express an interest in hosting 
major football events.

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know we all love to hate referees, 

but would we have a game without 

them? In the very early amateur days 
there was democratic decision making 
with the team captains deciding whether 
a foul had been committed or not. Next 
each team would appoint an umpire who 
would consult when appealed to, much 
like cricket today. With the emergence of 
professionalism in the 1880s in England 
a neutral arbiter became essential and a 
central referee was appointed, with the 
umpires banished to the touchlines as 
linesmen, now assistant referees. 
The changes in the governance of the game 
on the field were picked up very quickly in 
Australia and innovations like the numbering 
of players were pioneered here. The first 
inter-state matches in 1883 between Victoria 
and New South Wales had the two umpire 
and referee system, with W Bisiker as referee 
and W Niven and L Schuler as umpires. There 
was talk of forming a Referees’ Association 
in 1897 to help reduce the incidence of 
inconsistent decision-making. But it was not 
till 1910 that the first Australian referees’ 
association was set up in Newcastle in New 
South Wales, quickly followed by a South 
Australian body in 1912. 
In the inter-war years as the game expanded 
referees came under increasing scrutiny and 
sometimes physical assault. I have to admit 
that a number of cases I have come across 
involved Scottish players attached to clubs 
including Footscray Thistle and Melbourne 
Thistle. Some of the crowd trouble which 
also occurred was the consequence of playing 
matches on unenclosed grounds. So far I 
have found nothing in Association football 
to compare with the incident at an Australian 
Rules football match in Port Melbourne in 
1920, which led to a policeman drawing his 
revolver to prevent an attack on the umpire! 
The period after 1945 was by far the most 
difficult for referees in the history of 
Australian soccer. The game was expanding 
in numbers of teams and players, in spectator 
interest and involvement and beyond the 
bounds of adequate facilities. It was changing 
completely in character from being primarily 
an amateur and recreational activity into a 
semi-professional sport at its highest levels.

The standard of play on the field was also 
rising significantly. Many of the immigrants 
were international standard players from a 
range of countries. This would have placed 
enormous strains on officials even without 
the other major ingredient, the fact that the 
player, spectators and referees were now 
drawn from a much wider and different set of 
cultures from that which had been common 
till that time. 

So you had different styles of play and they 
clashed, as referee Bob Randall remembers.

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‘The referees from Italy and Greece, 
their styles amazed us. They treated the 
goalkeepers as crystal glass. The British 
blokes ironed them out. The British style of 
tackle was low and hard. Other nationalities 
did not like it at all. So it took time to get a 
blend. This caused problems for the players. 
They were screaming inconsistency and 
it was quite right. The players had a hard 
time as well as us. It was great fun. It was a 
great challenge. That’s what kept me in the 
game.’ 


Chia 
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Refereeing in this period produced its 
characters. Jeff Harrison was a policeman 
and a personality referee, who was made 
Grade One before examinations came in, 
which he admitted he would never have 
passed. But his man-management was good. 
Roger Lamb was a much less visible but 
very efficient referee, who became Secretary 
of the Victorian Referees Association. Luigi 
Cadelli was an imposing figure in Victorian 
soccer. A former Grade Three referee in Italy 
he came to Australia in 1955 and was for a 
period coach of JUST as well as becoming 
the first contintental referee selected for 
international matches in Australia. He 
had his own approach to the game as Bob 
Randall remembers. If a defending team did 
not retreat the required ten yards at a free 
kick, Cadelli might pick up the ball and take 
it back a few steps to gain the appropriate 
distance. This manoeuvre was not covered 
in the laws of the game and as Randall says, 
‘Not many referees could get away with 
that.’ 

According to Fred Hutchison, top referee 
and later secretary of Ringwood Wilhelmina, 
‘The standard [of refereeing] was low really. 
I was a Class 2 when I came here from the 
UK. ... I virtually had the match of the day 
in my first game. I think they recognised 
my experience. From then on I refereed top 
games. I did lead up games for Olympic 
Games in 1956. ... No referees in Australia 
were recognised as FIFA referees at this 
time.’ 

A visit by Sir Stanley Rous, then head 
of FIFA, in 1964 was the catalyst for an 
improvement in the organisation and training 
of referees in this country. Very soon a cadre 
of quality referees emerged including George 
and David Yelland, George Harrison, Doug 
Rennie, Donald Campbell and Lou Stafrace. 
Later still Australian referees started to 
make their mark on the world stage led by 
Tony Boskovic and Chris Bambridge. Now 
we have some top class referees, like Mark 
Shields, with international experience in 
World cups and Asian championships.

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Round 9 of the WPL produced the highest 
scoring match of the season so far, with 
Eastern Lions coping a drubbing from 
Eltham North. Casey and Box Hill also 
recorded victories, with South prevailing 
against Heidelberg in a thriller. The other 
matches ended all square. There is increased 
congestion in the middle of the WPL ladder 
as sides struggle to string results together, 
although the top three have established 
daylight between themselves and the chasing 
pack.

The 
only match taking place on Sunday has the 
potential to be a cracker, when Ashburton 
hosts Heidelberg United at Ashburton Park, 
in a match that should have extra spice given 
that several players have left Ashburton and 
returned to play for Heidelberg, their former 
club, during this week.

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Several European leagues have been 
determined by spectacular circumstances 
in recent weeks, on the penultimate day of 
their respective campaigns. 

Last weekend saw Manchester 
United claim their 17th title in a dramatic 
day of proceedings in the English Premier 
League which went down to the wire. 

The Red Devils retained their 
Premier League crown by edging title rivals 
Chelsea in the penultimate round of the 
season, and handed Sir Alex Ferguson an 
incredible 10th title in charge of United. 

It was one of the closest finishes to 
a league season in almost a decade; you’d 
have to go back to United’s treble winning 
season of 1998-99 where they beat Arsenal 
to the title by one point to witness a closer 
conclusion. 

With both sides level on points 
but separated by goal difference in United’s 
favour prior to kick-off, Chelsea needed 
United to slip up away at Wigan, whilst they 
needed a positive result at home to Bolton. 

However, United obtained the three 
important points they needed with a 2-0 
victory, whilst the Blues were the team who 
slipped up, drawing 1-1 with the Trotters at 
Stamford Bridge. 

The combination of United’s 
prolific goal scoring, attractive football and 
defensive superiority saw them outclass 
opposition throughout the campaign. 

United scored the most goals (80) 
and conceded the least (22) in the league, 
underlying their superiority in both attack 
and defence. 

Portuguese winger Cristiano 
Ronaldo’s dominance as the star player this 
season was underlined by a host of awards 
he received for his individual performances 
this season. 

Ronaldo picked up the PFA Player’s

The midfielder scored an 
outstanding 31 goals in 34 Premier League 
appearances which equalled England great 
Alan Shearer’s standing record for the 
highest number of goals scored in a Premier 
League season by an individual. 

Whilst Ronaldo was season was 
impressive to say the least, Liverpool’s 
Fernando Torres was a formidable figure 
throughout the season; his 24 goals for 
the Reds saw him break the record set by 
Manchester United’s Ruud Van Nistelrooy, 
as the most prolific goal scoring foreigner in 
their debut season. 

North of the border in Scotland, 
and a similar scenario is unfolding in the 
Scottish Premier League title race. 

Fierce Old Firm rivals Glasgow 
Rangers and Celtic are locked in a 
comparable predicament to the situation 
Manchester United and Chelsea were 
in, heading into their final fixtures of the 
season. 

In the last nine seasons, Celtic 
and Rangers have dominated the Scottish 
league, with the Hoops claiming five titles 
and Rangers four. 

Celtic are looking to secure their 
third successive SPL title, and after Rangers 
drew 1-1 with Motherwell on Saturday, the 
side are currently sitting three points clear at 
the top of the table, with one match to play. 

But although they failed at the final 
hurdle in the UEFA Cup mid-week, Rangers 
still hold hope of clinching the title, with the 
Glasgow side having a game in hand over 
their rivals. 

Rangers have to play their final 
two matches during the week, on Monday 
and Thursday night, whilst Celtic have one 
remaining match against Dundee United on 
Thursday evening.

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MUSEUM 
RECEIVES 
WARREN 
COLLECTION 


The National Museum of Australia has received a 
major donation of the Johnny Warren collection, 
almost 500 objects related to the life of the footballer, 
administrator, journalist and television personality. 

The objects range from a 1953 under 12’s trophy, 
through to the FIFA Centennial Order of Merit medal 
which was presented by FIFA President Sepp Blatter in 
2004. It was the only medal awarded to an Australian, one 
of only 100 worldwide. 

Other highlights include Johnny Warren’s 
Soccerroo shirt worn in the match against East Germany 
in the 1974 World Cup and his Medal of the Order of 
Australia awarded in 2002. 

Johnny Warren played 42 times for the Socceroos 
including the 1974 World Cup. For more than 30 years 
he became the face of football in Australia through his 
tireless commitment to the development of the game. 

The Johnny Warren collection was donated to 
the National Museum by his brothers Geoff and Ross 
Warren, his nephew Jamie Warren, and his partner Sibere 
Rodrigues. 

“Without the support of donors, the National 
Museum could not hope to fulfil its role at the pre-eminent 
institution devoted to Australia’s history,” said the Director 
of the National Museum of Australia, Craddock Morton. 

“We intend to exhibit elements of the Johnny 
Warren collection in our permanent galleries in the neat 
future and we are looking at opportunities to tour the 
collection around the country in coming years,” said Mr 
Morton. 


FUTSALROOS BUNDLED 
OUT OF WORLD CUP AT 
FINAL HURDLE 


The Qantas Futsalroos will miss the FIFA Futsal World 
Cup for the first time after a 5-2 loss to Thailand in the 
quarter final stage of the Asian Football Confederation’s 
Futsal Championships in Bangkok. 

The four semi finalists at the 16 nation tournament 
- Thailand, China, Japan and Iran - will represent Asia at 
October’s FIFA Futsal World Cup in Brazil.

“Nothing’s been too hard for him, 
he’s been great with the kids, he’s been great 
doing player appearances and he’s proud to 
have been part of Melbourne Victory and 
we’ve proud to have had him involved.” 

Piorkowski, who made 30 Hyundai 
A-League appearances for Victory, said the 
memories of the 2006/07 season, which saw 
Victory crowned Premiers and Champions 
for the first time, will stay with him forever. 

“T’ve had a great time at Victory, 
the coaching staff and everyone here has 
been really good to me, especially Ernie for 
giving me an opportunity at the start, which 
I really appreciate,” Piorkowski said. 

“Tt’s time to move on, have a crack 
overseas and fulfil a dream that’s been strong 
for me, so we’ll see what works out. 

“T want to explore playing in Europe 
and not die wondering. 


WARD REWARDED 


Melbourne Victory confirmed Olympic 
Games hopeful Nick Ward, who recently 
signed a contract extension until April 
next year, as the club’s inaugural Under 23 
marquee player. 

Following Football — Federation 
Australia’s announcement earlier this month, 
each Hyundai A-League club can now have a 
maximum $150,000 salary for one Under 23 
player exempt from the salary cap, allowing 
Victory to hold on to Ward. 

“We’ve announced Nick Ward as 
our new Under 23 marquee player, which is a 
great decision by FFA to enable that,” Victory 
Football Operations Manager Gary Cole said. 

“The way it’s structured, with clubs 
being able to spend up to $150,000 outside 
of the salary cap, gives you an opportunity to 
keep players in the country, albeit for maybe 
only another year or two, and establish them. 

“For Nick, he’s almost back to full 
fitness now and I think we’ve seen him do a 
great job for us in the last few games of the 
Hyundai A-League and he’s done a great job 
throughout the AFC Champions League as 
well.” 

Ward said his decision to stay in 
Melbourne was made easier following the 
medical treatment he’s received since arriving 
at Victory from English side Queens Park 
Rangers in December last year. 

“It came down to my groin injury as 
well, that played a big part in it,” Ward said. 

“The treatment I’ve got down here 
has been first class and I haven’t missed a 
game, so they’ve monitored it and taken me 
out of training when they’ve had to and I get 
treatment everyday. 

“That played a massive part because 
I didn’t want to head overseas not fit and 
Melbourne’s been great. 

“You get the lifestyle back in Australia 
and also, in my case, better treatment than what 
I was getting in the UK. 

“Tt’s still something on my mind and 
it’s an aspiration of mine to go back (to Europe), 
but I’m happy in Melbourne at the moment and 
I want to be successful in Melbourne and win 
some trophies.” 

The attacking midfielder, who turned 
23 in March, played a pivotal role in the 
Qantas Under 23s campaign to qualify for the 
2008 Beijing Olympic Games and is confident 
of securing a spot to represent Australia in 
August. 

“That’s the plan for me, the Olympics

is a massive thing. 

“T didn’t go to the last camp because 
of my injury and I wanted to be fit, so I took 
six weeks off from training, just working in the 
gym so I could be ready for the AFC Champions 
League. 

“It’s going to be a tough time 
because I’m not going to get an off-season, 
but the Olympics only come around once in a 
lifetime.” 

Ward added the team was looking 
forward to its final AFC Champions League 
2008 match against Thailand’s Chonburi FC 
at Telstra Dome on Wednesday, 21 May and is 
determined to finish second in Group G. 

“With the squad, we were a little bit 
off the mark in the AFC Champions League 
and we didn’t really get the results that we 
wanted, but I don’t think where we are on the 
table represents us as a team. 

“With this Chonburi game coming 
up, it’s a big game for us, the boys are buzzing 
at training and we want to get a win and finish 
second, where we think we should be. 

“Gamba probably was the better side 
and they deserved to go through, but we think 
we’re the second best side.”

FORMER SOCCEROO’S TO 
LEAD VICTORY YOUTH 


Melbourne Victory took a major step in 
the development of its inaugural National 
Youth League team, appointing former 
Qantas Socceroo Mehmet Durakovic as 
Coach and current Victory Goalkeeping 
Coach Steve Mautone as Assistant 
Coach. 

Durakovic, 42, brings a wealth 
of experience from his three years as 
Assistant Coach at the Victorian Institute 
of Sport, while Mautone, 37, has extended 
his position with the club to a full time role, 
which also involves recruiting. 

Durakovic made 64 appearances 
for Australia and played nearly 500 league 
matches, winning championships with 
Brunswick Juventus and South Melbourne 
in the former National Soccer League. 

The former defender also spent four 
seasons with Malaysian outfit Selangor FA, 
where he led the club to a host of titles and 
received a PJK Award from the Malaysian 
government for outstanding achievements 
in sport. 

Following his distinguished 
career on the field, Durakovic earned his 
International Asia ‘A’ Coaching Licence 
and took over as Port Melbourne Soccer 
Club’s Head Coach in 2003, before joining 
the VIS two years later. 

“Mehmet Durakovic is a legend 
in Victorian football,” Victory Football 
Operations Manager Gary Cole said. 

“He was a wonderful player and 
he’s been Assistant Coach to Ian Greener at 
the VIS for three years. 

“He’s been part of their youth 
development and understands very well 
the football development program here in 
Victoria . 

“He’s very excited to be in football 
full time and we’re sure he’s going to do a 
fantastic job.” 

Mautone experienced a successful 
goalkeeping career locally and abroad, 
representing several English clubs including 
Reading FC, Wolverhampton Wanderers and 
West Ham United in the English Premier 
League. 

“To support Mehmet we’ve 
got Steve Mautone, who’s currently our 
Goalkeeping Coach and also has a terrific 
background,” Cole added. 


“He’s got his International Asia 
‘B’ Coaching Licence and has started work 
on his ‘A’ Licence. 

“Steve now has three roles within 
the one, he’s still the club’s Goalkeeping 
Coach and he’s also got a part time recruiting 
role assisting Ernie and I. 

“As well as that, he’s Assistant 
Coach of the club’s National Youth League 
team and will be heavily involved with 
Mehmet in the recruiting of players for the 
National Youth League, which well and 
truly adds up to a full time job.” 

Cole said the club had followed the 
same established model used for Victory’s 
Hyundai A-League team when building the 
National Youth League team and will now 
start recruiting players. 

“The program’s got to be built 
from the ground up,” Cole said. 

“Again we’ve followed the model 
that was very successful for us for the 
Hyundai A-League team, so the first thing 
we wanted to do was appoint coaches and 
we’ve done that with Mehmet and Steve. 

“Part of what we can offer Victorian 
kids now is coaches that have been through 
all of the development programs as players. 

“They’ve represented Victoria at 
a range of different ages and they’ve gone 
through and followed that pathway. 

“We can offer the kids not only 
good coaches, but players that have 
represented Australia and have walked the 
path that most of these kids are going to 
want to follow.” 

The National Youth League will 
be run in conjunction with the Hyundai 
A-League season and will comprise seven 
teams, one from each of the Hyundai 
A-League’s current Australian clubs, 
providing players aged between 16-21 years 
of age a clear pathway from youth leagues 
to senior level.

By the way, a special G’Day to Mark, it’s 
actually been a while, but this week, Katsa 
went on the investigative trail to find out 
the intimate working of the Disciplinary 
Department out Darebin way. 


It goes something like this: 

The FFV has on their web site a listing of 
all player suspensions for previous and up 
coming Rounds. 

However, the good folk at the FFV 
do not check incoming Team Sheets to see 
if suspended players have actually played 
when they are not supposed to. 

This task is left to opposition teams 
who having identified that an opposition 
player has taken the field of play, must then 
lodge a Match Protest with the FFV, which 
by the way, they must actually pay for, and 
then the matter is heard by a Tribunal. 

If either party is not happy with the 
outcome, they then may appeal the decision. 
By the way, they only get charged a small fee 
of $1,000 to appeal, and $1,000 in anyone’s 
language is a very small price to pay for a 
visit to the Psychologists Registration Board 
in sunny Collins St, where these matters are 
heard. 

Now it gets even more interesting 
as if we cast our minds to two seasons ago 
where a suspended player took the filed of 
play in the VPL, and 2 other Clubs then 
fought it out with the FFV to have results

reversed as their teams were heading to the 
Westgate Bridge at seasons end. 

Because of the FFV’s refusal to 
check team sheets for suspended players, 
and the threat of litigation by these Clubs, 
the VPL was then increased to 16 teams, so 
as to provide a Happy End for everyone. 

This then had ripple effects thru the 
lower divisions also as the following year, 
the Foxtel Cup needed to be reduced to 14 
teams, and this year to 12, which means that 
more than 2 teams get relegated from each 
league, so as this can be achieved. 

Now the answer is very simple and 
makes sense. 


On average 43 players from all leagues are 
suspended on any given weekend. 


It would take no longer than 3 
hours each week to check these team sheets 
against the suspended players list, and then 
the onus should be on the FFV to charge 
players and clubs for playing when they 
were not supposed to, and reverse results 
accordingly. 

This task should not be left to 
opposition clubs to monitor. It makes good 
sense. Over to you Mark!

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Adelaide City’s strong 3-0 win over in-form 
Adelaide Galaxy saw them take top spot on 
the Super League ladder. Travelling down to 
Con Makris Park to take on the third place 
Galaxy meant that 2007 Champions needed 
to bring that something special to game, 
especially since both sides were sitting within 
a point of each other behind league leaders 
MetroStars. And bring that something special 
they did. Put quite simply in two words... 
Damian Mori. He is the X-factor, a champion 
in this championship side, a player who can 
create something from nothing, a player who 
is a cut above the rest. There are the Mori 
knockers, the hecklers that stand behind the 
goals taunting him with the ‘wheelchair’ and 
‘geriatric’ comments. But they can say what 
they want, because this man produces the 
goods time and time again, letting his feet do 
the talking and proving in his case that age has 
no barrier. 

From the start, both sides came out 
on the attack looking for an early opportunity to 
take the lead. It was City that looked dangerous, 
via a Damian Mori shot that was cleared away 
by the Galaxy keeper Julian Torresan.

Chris McKenna gave Devonport
